6. (b ) The above relief given to the Scheduled 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes victims of atrocities 
shall be subject to further stipulation as follows : — 

(i) The house damaged by arson or otherwise 
shall be fully rebuilt at Government cost. 

(ü ) Compensation payable for the loss of cattle 
etc. shall be at market value prevailed in the loca 
lity concerned . 

( iii ) In case the aggrieved Scheduled Castes / 
/Scheduled Tribes party is dispossessed of any 
land , the land shall be restored to the aggrieved 
party and adequate input and other grants shall be 
made to enable him to recultivate the land .

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7. Mode of applying . --The applications for the 
grant of financial assistance under these rules shall 
be made in the prescribed form (Appendix I) .

11. Interpretation and Relaxation . — ( i) The Di 
rector shall be final authority concerning the 
interpretation of these rules . 

(ü ) The Government may relax any of the provi 
sion of these rules for good and sufficient reasons. 

12. Report . -- After sanctioning any disbursement 
of relief , the department shall send to the Govt . a 
report in the proforma appended to these rules 


13. Review . ( a ) The State Level Conimittee 
constituted for the Welfare of Scheduled Castes / 
/ Tribes after perusal of the Report shall visit the 
spot and study whether the relief measures under 
taken are sufficient and accordingly send its recom 
mendation to the Govt. for further necessary action . 

(b ) The State level Committee shall review the 
action taken to file criminal proceedings by the De 
partment and the Police. 

(c ) The State level Committee or any person 
authorised by the said Committee shall also be 
competent to look into the matter wherever 
necessary 


8. Cancellation of Grant. The grant of financial 
assistance shall be cancelled if any stage the infor 
mation furnished by the applicant is found . either 
incorrect or is obtained by suppressing any material 
facts . In the event of cancellation of financial assis 
tance the entire amount granted shall be recovered 
at the discretion of sanctioning authority as arrears 
of land revenue .
